Howell Bares Inconsistency 


Of Majority Rule Opponents

CHICAGO, June 28,—(?)—Clark 
lowell, editor and general manager 
Atlanta Constitution and 
Georgia member of the rules commit- 
tee, fought to the end today for the 
majority rule at the national demo- 
eratic convention, and when all but 
five states agreed to let the two-thirds 
rule stand for this convention he ask- 
ed that his name be recorded against 
the traditional rule. 

The rules committee met in execu- 


tive session and scrapped last night's 
Metealfe resolution ealling for the 
rule if no presidential can- 
didate had been chosen after six bal- 
lots. The committee recommended 
that the next convention adopt the 
majority rule. 

During a vigorous protest by those 
favoring the majority rule in this con- 
vention, Mr. Howell challenged 
Daniel F. Cohalan, New York leader 
of the two-thirds rule forces, reading 
the minutes of the 1924 convention 
(‘ohalan had flayed the two- 
rule as “antithesis of democ- 
racy.” 

Mr. Hewell quoted from Cohalan’s 
speech eight years ago that “it is hard 
any democratic reason why 
this rule—a survival in the way of 
autocracy—should continue to control 
_the actions and cripple the freedom of 
the party. 
of democracy in that it makes possi 
ble a rule not of a majority but of a 
minority. It violates the theories of 
Jefferson. 

“It is a survival of the times when 
the party had ceased to be national 
and become sectional. It was born out 
of fear of the south and has been 
made an instrument of power for eor- 
rupting and reactionary’ forces that 
control great delegations from largely 
populated manufacturing states. It 
enables so-called leaders—who repre- 
sent only the powers of money and 
greed for officee—to control the con- 
vention. It enables a clique of bosses 
to dominate, and places a veto power 
over the majority in the hands of a 
minority.” 

When Mr. Howell 
reading the quotation, 


had finished

lan answered that he believed in the 
majority rule in principle but said it 
was not applicable to this convention. 

Mr. Howell said a landslide of 
states hack to the two-thirds rule 
proposition, as against their vote in 
last night's meeting of the rules com- 
mittee, was credited by delegation 
members to Roosevelt wishes that the 
fight for the majority rule be aban- 
doned. 

The evidence produced by Mr. How- 
ell came as a mild bombshell! in_ the 
final meeting of the rules committee 
and would have served to arouse sup- 
porters of Governor Franklin 1).

Champ Clark truly said, ‘Oh course 
the reason for the two-thirds rule} 
passed away with the slavery system 
and should have been repealed in 
S68,’ Then the statesman from 
Missouri remarked: ‘But the rule was 
retained and used in 1912, a half- 
century later, to: gouge me out of the 
presidential nomination. notwithstand- 
ing the fact that I led on two hbal- 
lots and received a clear majority on 
the eighth. 

“On the eleventh ballot Clark had 
556 votes, a clear majority of 11. 
On this ballot Clark led Wilson 206 
votes, Clark had a majority on the 
seven succeeding’ ballots. Clark 1¢- 
ceived a popular majority of 300,000 | 
votes in the states where he and Wil- 
son competed in the primaries, Yet 
the monstrosity of the two-thirds rule 
not only defeated Clark but defeated 
the majority will of the people. The 
opposition to the two-thirds change 
at Chicago is led by Al Smith.
